Eight to fourteen days aftfr 
WrthTtne first middle nippers uf 
the set of milk teeth are cut ( V\\i. 
1) ; four to six weeks afterwariiri, 
the pair next to them (Fii;. 2: : 
and Anally, after six or ciuht 
months, the last (Fiir. 3). 

All these mi!k Ui-lh haivo a wcP.-dcfincrl hody nnd nock, anfl a plondor fanp, and on their front 
eurfaces grooves or furrows, which di-aiipcar from tin* middle nijUMTt* at the end of one 
year ; from the next pair in two ycarii: and from the incisive teeth (cutterH) in three years. 

At the age of two the nipper-* licconu- I»i..si- and fall o\\\ ; in their places appear two permanent 
teeth, with deep, black cavities, and full, sharp ed^^>rt (I'ig. 4). 
At Uie age of three, the next pair (Kitf. T)) fall out. 
At four year* old, tlu; corner teetli fall out (Kit?. 0). 
At five years old, tlie liorKc luw his i)ennanent Bot of teeth. 

The teeth grow in ienuth aA th<i liorse advanccfl in years, hut at tlie P.irne time, his teeth are 
worn away by use about one- twelfth of an inch everv year; bo tliat the black ciivities of 
the centre nippers below diHappi-ar in tlie nixlli year (V'vj. 7^ : tlioso of tijo next pair, in the 
seventh year (Fig. 8) ; anii tliorfe of llie corner teeth, in tlm eii.'lith year (V'vj^. 9). Also the outer 
oorncr teeth of upjh'r and lower j:iw just meet at eiL'bt years of aL'e. 

Atnine^ears old. cups leave the two centre nipper's above, ami eacli of the two upper corner 
teeth has a little sharp pnnr-ision at tlio extreme outer corn»'rs (Fi^. l")- 
At the age of ten. llie cups di.-iappear from the adjoiuinir t(ielh. 

At the age of eleven, tlie cups disappear from the corner teeth above, and are only indic^itod 
by brownish spots. 

Tbs oval form becomes broader, and changes, froin the twelfth to the sixteenth year, more.iiid 
more into a triangnlar form, and the teeth lose, finally, wltli the twentieth year, all rcfrnlarity. 
There is nothing renuiining in the tvetli that can afterw'ards clearly show the aire of the horse, or 
Justify tbe most experienced examiner in givint; a positive opinion. 

The tnshes, or canine teeth, conical in Hha])e, witli a sharp point, and curvcni, are ctit between 
the third and fourth year; their points become more and more rounded, until the ninth year, and 
mftMT that, more and more dull in the course of years, and lose, finally, all regular shape. Marcs 
frequently, no tusks, or only very faintly indicated.

COIN 1>1T10N POWI>ERS. Xo. 1. — Gontlan. fcnuproek, nulpbur, naltpotn', cri'um of 
tartar, of each two ounces; resin, black nntimnny, uf each one ounr<>; ^'in^ri-r, liipioricr, three 
ooncea each; cavcnnc one ounce, jKilverizi-d and inixi>d ihoroimlily. IKikc, one tuMcKpoonfiil, 
osiea or twice a dfay, mixed willi the f«M>'l. I'si**! wiih i:'»otl n!UTt's> for o»>iii;hs, cmiMh, (lihi4'ini>cr, 
liide-boiulid, and nearly all di^enites for ^\ilich runilition powiUtk urc i;iviMi. 

Ifo. 2. — Fenugreek four ounces, gincfcr «x ounl•t•^^, ;i:iiM» ^pulvfrizt-il) four «niiK"t»«. ^rcntian 
Irwo onscest l>Iack antimony two ounccH, hard wood :u>h<-> fo<ir uunct's. Mix ail to'^'i-thcr. I-Ix- 
cdHaiit to give a horse an appetite. Dose, one tabli'spouniul. 

^Ok 8. — Liqnorice four ounces, fenugreek four ounces, c'lccaui])ane four ounces, Idood root 
ona ounce, tartar emetic one-half oimce, Kinger and cayenne, eac}! one ounce. Mix. and give a 
tableapoonful two or three times a day in the feed. One of tln' best condition powders for any 
eoof^, cold, distemper or epizootic ; also excellent for heaves. For heaves^, one -juncc of lobolia 
mud camphor may be added. See Kenovuting I'uwders on i)age <jr>. 

CORDIAl^ BAliLiS. No. 1. — Anise (powdered) one-lialf ounce, ginger one drachm, gen- 
tian one drachm, fenugreek two drachius. Mix. 

TSlft.ft, — Caraway and ginger each two drachms, anitse, tjentian, .ind fentigrcek cvh one 
ounce. Mix. 

Ifo. 3. — Camphor one drachm, anise three drachms, tincture of opium one ounce, powdered 
extract of liquorice three drachms, flaxseed meal one ounce. Mix. 

CONTRACTED HOOF OR SORE FEET. No. 1. —Take equal parts of soft fat, j-el- 
low wax. Unseed oil, Venice turpentine and Norway tar; first melt the wax, then add the others, 
Twi-rltig thoroughly. Apply to the edge of the hair once a day. 

No. 2. — Benzine one ounce, salts of nitre one ounce, alcohol throe ounces, aqua amnfTnia 
two oimces, Venice turpentine eight ounces. Mix. Apply t<i the udgo of the hair and all over 
the hoof once a day for ten days, then twice a week for a short thue. 

No. 3. — Resin four ounces, lard eight ounces; heat tlieni over a slow fire, then take oft' and 
add powdered verdigris one onnce, and stir well to prevent its running over; when partly cool 
add two ounces spirits of turpentine. Apply to the hoof about one inch down from the liair. 

COUGH MIXTURES. No. 1. —Oil of tar, given as directed for treatment of Heaves, is 
one of the bast remedies for nearly all coughs. 

No. 3. — Take of alcohol one-half pint, balsam of fir two ounces. !Nrix well, and add all the 
tar it will eut. Shake well before using. Dose, from one to two teaspoon fuls two or three times 
a day. See Renovating Powdcn-s on page 95. 

CRACKED HEEliS. — Tar eight ounces, beeswax one ounce, rcsln one ounce, alum one 
onnce, tallow one ounce, sulphate of iron one ounce, carbolic acid one drachm. Mix, and boil 
over a slow fire. Skim off the filth, and add two ouHces of the 8crai)Lngd of sweet older. 

CUTS, IVOUNDS, AND SORES. No. 1. — Take of lard four ounces, beeswax four 
ounces, resin two ounces, carbolic acid one-fourth ounce. Mix the first three, and melt; then add 
the carbolic acid, stirring until cool. This is excellent for man as well as beast. 

No. 2. — Tincture aloes one ounce, tincture myrrh one-half ounce, tincture opium one-half 
ounce, water four ounces. Mix, and apply night and morning. 

No. 3. — Tincture opium two ounces, tannin one-fourth ounce. Mix. 

No. 4. — Carbolic acid one ounce, soft water one quart. Mix. 

DIABETES. — Sugar of lead ten grains, alum thirty grains, catechu one drachm; tincture 
of opium one-half ounce, water one pint. Mix. 

DISTEMPER. — Hops two ounces, carbolic acid thirty drops, boiling water two gallons. 
Mix the hops and carbolic acid with the boiling water, and compel tlie animal to inhale the steam 
for fifteen or twenty minutes at a time; repeat three times a day. Apply a strong musUird paste 
to the throat, and place a warm poultice over the paste. Feed Avarm mashes and boiled vege- 
tables; keep the stable coraforUibly warm and the air pure. Give the following powders once a 
day : Powdered Peruvian bark two ounces, powdered gentian one ounce, i)Owdered copperas one 
oimce. Mix, and divide into eight powders. 

DIURETICS. — Take of balsam copaiba two ounces, Bweot spirits of nitre three ounces, 
spirits of turpentine two ounces, oil of juniper two ounces, tincture of camphor two ounces. Mix; 
shake the bottle before pouring the medicine. Dose for adult horse : Two tabloapoonfuls in a 
pint of milk, repented every four to six hours, if necessary. This is a reliable preparation 
for kidney diiSeulties. 

DIURETIC BALiIiS. No. 1. — Saltpetre three drachms, resin four drachms, castile soap 
two drachms, fenugreek three drachms, flaxseed meal one ounce. Mix", and form into a ball. 

No. S. — Oil of juniper one-half drachm, resin and saltpetre each two drachms, camphor one- 
half drachm, castile soap one onnce, flaxseed meal one ounce. Mix, and form into a ball. 

DIURETIC AND TONIC ■ BAXI^. — Copperas one and one-half drachms, ginger one 
drachm, gentian one drachm, saltpetre three drachms, resin one-half ounce, flaxseed meal one 
ounce. Mix, and form into a ball. 
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ETE WATER. ISo, 1. — White vitriol and pure saltpetre of each one scrapie, pure soft 
water eight ounces. Mix. This should bo applied to the inflamed lids three or four times a day, ■'* 
and if the inflammation does not lessen in one or two days, it may be ii^jected directly into the eye. '*. 

The writer has used this for bis own eyes, reduced half with water, and dropped directly • 
Into the eye, which would cause the eve to smart considerably for about five minutes, when he 
would bathe the eye with cold water for a few minutes, and, by lepeating this three or four times 
a day, it has given the very best of satisfaction. 

It does nicely, many times, to just close the eye and bathe the outside freely. 

No. 2, — Sugar of lead one drachm, tincture of opiimi two drachms, soft water one pint. 
Mix, and wash the eye two or three times a day. 

FARCY. — Nitrate of potash four ounces, black antimony two ounces, sulphite of soda one 
ounce; elecampane two ounces. Mix. Dose, one tablespooniul once or twice a day. 

FARCY AND GLANDERS. No. 1. —Iodide of potassium one and one-fourth drachms ; 
copperas one-half drachm ; ginger one drachm, gentian two drachms, powdered gum arable and^ 
syrup to form a bail. 

No, 3. — Calomel one-half drachm, turpentine one-half ounce, blue vitriol one drachm, gum 
arable and syrup to form a ball. 

No. 3. — One-half ounce sulphite of soda, five grains Spanish flies, powdered. Mix, and give 
at night in cut feed for several weeks; give at the same time, every morning and noon, thretf 
drachms powdered gentian, two drachms powdered blue vitriol ; give the medicines for a long 
time ; feed wcU. This is the best treatment that can be given for Uiiis disease. 

FliESH WOUNDS. — To prevent inflammation or tendency to sloughing or mortification, 
take one pound saltpetre, two gallons water, three pints i)roof spirits; mbc, and inject into th< 
wound with a syringe throe times a day until ft heals. In treating deep wounds or those of o 
dangerous character, especially if the animal is inclined to be fat, give a dose of physic, feed 
bran, carrots, etc. No grain should bo fed, and grass is more desirable than hay. Iigrass is fe^ 
freely, physic is not necessary. 

Kendall's Spavin Cure in one of the best medicines known for flesh wounds. 

FE\'ER BALiIiS. No. 1. — Saltpetre two and one-half drachms, tartar emetic one- half . 
drachm, flaxseed meal one ounce, camphor one-half drachm, ginger two drachms. Mix, and form 
into a ball. Ilepeat three or four times a day if necessary. 

No. 2. — Tincture aconite ten drops, tartar emetic one-fourth drachm, saltpetre one drachm, 
ginger two drachms, Unseed meal one ounce. Mix, and form into a ball. Repeat three or four 
fimes a day if necessary. 

FOUNDER. No. 1. — Vincgrtr three pints, cayenne pepper one-half drachm, tincture of 
aconite root fifteen drops. Mix, and boil down to one quart; when cool, give it as a drench. 
Blanket the horse well ; after the horse has perspired for an hour or more, give one quart of raw 
linseed oil. This treatment will be found good for horses foundered by eating too much grain. 

No. 2. — Some recommend for horse s foundered on grain, to bleed about one gallon, then to 
drench the horse with one quart of raw linseed oil ; after this to rub the fore legs well, and for a 
long time, with very warm water, having a little tincture of opium mixed with it. As the horse 
will not recover from loss of blood for a long time, it is usually better to adopt the treatment given 
in No. 1. See treatment of Founder. 

GREASE HEEIj. — Chloride of zinc one and one-half drachms, water ten ounces, glycer- 
ine eight ounces. Mix. If there is much discharge, apply a poultice for several hours, followed 
by application of the above, after cleansing well with soft water and castile sonp. The following 

{)owders should be given at the same time in the feed, every night, for a week or two: Bicar- 
>onate of soda one ounce, arsenic one drachm, iodide of iron one-half ounce, fenugreek two 
ounces, ginger two ounces, elecampane one ounce. Mix tlioroughly, and divide into twelve 
powders. 

ITEAIjING mixture. No. 1. — Cosmoline five ounces, carbolic acid one drachm." 

Mix. This is one of the very best of mixtures for any sore, especially for such cases as are 
iiiJiUucd not to bcul readily. 

No. 2. — Kendall's Spavin Cure is an excellent healing mixture for nearly all sores and 
Cctih wounds. 

No. 3. — Carbolic acid one ounce, soft water two j)ints. Mix. 

No. 4. — ^Vhite vitriol one ounce, soft water two pints. Mix. 

No. 5. — Pulverized camphor one drachm, prepared chalk six drachms, burnt alum four 
drachms. Mix. Sprinkle over the sore. 

No. 6. — Tincture of opium one ounce, tannin one drachm. Mix, and shake well before 
using. Excellent for galla of collar, saddle, or in fact for any purplose requiring a healing 
astringent. 

HEA V15S. No. 1. — (See Treatment of IIeaves.) One teaspoonful of lobelia, given 
in the feed once a day for a week, and then once or twice a week, will stop them for a time. 

No. 2, — Balsam copaiba one ounce, spirits of turpentine two ounces, bal/uun fir one ounce, 
gjder vinegar sixteen oun<)es. Mix, and give a tablespoonfnl onoe a day. 
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VOk S*— fialtpetrtf one omioe. Indigo one-half ounce, rmin water fonr plntn. Mix, and give a 
flat twite a day.

KASAXi GIiEET. No. 1. — Topptiras two ounces, i>ulverized gentian, three ounces, 
elecampane one ounce, linseed meal three ounces; mix, and give from one-half to one tablc- 
apoonfnl twice a day. 

No. S2. — Aloes six ounces, pulverized nux vomica three drachmn, flaxseed meal four oimces; 
make into eight i>owders, and give one or two each day. 

OINTMIENT FOR HORSES.— TJees-wj^x two ouncea. rosin throe ounces, lard four ounces, 
carbolic acid one drachm, honey one-half ounco; melt all top:ether and bring slowly to a boil, 
then remove from the fire, and add plowly one gill of spirits of turpentine, stirring all the time 
imiiloool; used with good success for g:'.lls, cracked heels, flesh wounds or bruises. 

POIX EVIL ANI> nSTIJIi A. No. 1.— Copperas one drachm, blue vitriol two drachms, 
common salt two drachms, white vitriol one drachm; mix, and powder line. Fill a goosc- 
qnill with tho i)Owder, and push it to the botto.n of the pifK), havin;; a stick in the top of the quill, 
BO that you can push the powder out of tho quill, leaving it at tho bottom of the pipe; repeat 
again in about four days, and in two or threo days from that time you can take hold of the pipe 
and remove it %vithout trouble. 

No. S. — Tincture of opium one draohm, potash two drachms, water one ounce; mix, 
and when dissolved inject into tlie pipes witli a small nyringe, having cleansed the sore with soup- 
enda; repeat everj' two days until the pipes are completely destroyed. 

No. 3. — Take a small piece of lunar caustic, place in the pipe, after being cleansed with soap- 
Bnda, then lill the hole with sweet oil. 

No* 4. — Fill the sore to the bottom with ashes from burnt corn-cobs; repeat two or three 
times. If necessary, or until a cure is effected. 

QUARTER CRACK. — The best way to cure quarter crack is to open the heel on that side 
between bar and frog, cutting down pretty well, (not sufilcient to cause bleeding,) until the 
quarter will give freely; then put on a shoe that will expand the heel. It is also necessary in this 
caae that tho inner heel should be opened or spread, as the hoof is simply too small for the foot; 
if this is properly done the point is din^ctly reached. Some recommend in addition to this, burn- 
ing with a hot iron a crease across at the up]>er edge of hoof. Tf this is done jiroperly the hoof will 
not split any more. The hoof may now be more rapidly grown if desired. Opening the foot and 
the shoe is the point of success. 

QUITTOR. — Corrosive sublimate one-quarter ounce, muriatic acid twenty drops, soft 
water two ounces; mix the two last and shake well, th(m add the first. 

Ii^ect a little with a glass syringe one or two times, being careful to inject to the bottom. 
Warm poultices, used for several days, generally work well. 

RINGWORM. — Apply mercurial ointment three or four times a week.

No. 2* — Take white lead and linseed oil, and mix as for paint, and apply two or three tlmeo 
a day ; this is goo<l for scratches, or any wounds on a horse.

Mix, and apply once or twice a day. This works nicely for grease heel or rr.ud fever. 

No. 5. — Take of oxide of zinc one drachm, lard one ounce, powdered gum benzoin ten grains, 
camphorated si»iritH one (irachui. Mix thoroughly, and rub ou twice a week. l)o not wash afltr 
the iirst applicatii)n. 

No. G. — Kcndaira Spavin Cure is one of the beet remedies known for scratches or grease 
heel. In usini: it clo:in«- the parts well wiih castile soap and warm water and wipe dry; then 
apply the Spavin Cm c twice a day. 

SORE LiIPS. — Tlie lips become sore frequei.tly at the angles of the mouth, from bruising 
with the bit. Tiu'y can be cured by applying the following mixture ; 

Tincture of myrrh two ounces, tincture of aloes one ounce, tincture of opium one-half ounce. 
Mix, and apply tlirce or four times a day. 

SORE MOUTH AND LiIPS. — Borax one ounce, tannin one-fourth ounce, glycerine 
eight ounces ; mix, and apply two or three times a day with a swab. 

SPRAINS, ETC. No. ]. — TTog'slard and spirits of turpentine; mix, and place in the 
hot sunshine for four or five days. Apply four or five times a week.

blue vitriol one onnco. llaxH<*od meal two ounces, saltpetre two oimces. Mix, and divide into 
eight powders.

WORMS. — Calouvl one drachm, tartar emetic ono-half drachm, linseed meal one ounce, 
fenugret?k one ounce. Mix, and give in feed at riglit, and repeat the dose for two or three times, 
and follow with one and ono-half >imtfl of raw Unseed oil, about six hours after the last powder 
has becB given^ 
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not submit to upon hia own person? Could the home, like Balaam's animal, be for a moment

7%e shoe should he as big as the/oott so as not to require any cutting down the hoof so as to 
make it fit the shoe, and the heels of the shoe should not be pcrraittcd to project backwards beyond 
the heel of the hoof more than about one-eighth of an inch. 

The outward margin of the shoe should juist corrcHpond with the shape of the foot, except at 
the heel, where the shoe should be a little wider from quarter to liocl, et^pccially on the outside. 

Many persons are not aware of the thinness of the hoof, which makes it quite necessary that 
the nail holes should be near the edge, and quite well forward in the toe, so as to avoid driving 
the nails into the quick, which would cause serious lameness and injury. 

Do not rasp under the nail clinches, nor over them ; anil do not u^^e the rasp at all on the out- 
side of the lioof, not even below the clinches, excejDt just enough near the shoe to round the edge, 
and do not cut down the hoof if you have used a shoe which is too small. 

A nail for a horse's foot differs materially from every other kind of nail, not only in shape, 
hut in the quality of iron from which it should be made ; it is important that it should be made 
from the very best of iron, free from flaws, seams, liability to sliver, and all sulphurous gases in 
the process of manufacture. It is presumed that every sheer knows that a nnWforfjed hot, from 
the end of a rod, needs no argument to convince any one that a better nail is thus obtained than 
by punching, rolling, and shearing them from a cold plate. The numerous and well authenticated 
cases where valuable horses have been Twined by using cold rolled nails are enough to deter any 
lirst-class sheer from driving any thing but a hot forged nail, even if its cost should be double that 
of the cold rolled nail, because no sheer can take the risk of injuring his customer's horse. 

Use only the veiy best of nails; drive as small and few nails as will hold the shoe firmly and 
securely to its place. See that the nails fill the holes and the heads the crease, leaving little, if 
any, to project beyond the ground surface when finished, thus preventing the clinch from rising 
when brought in contact with stones, and saving the injuring of the ankle. 
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No. 1 is made from a nail such as is used in Oriental countries, for attaching shoes to their 
horses' fc«et, and has been employed since the fifteenth centurj'. 

No. 2 is an ordinary hana-viade nail miuh' from the rod when at a welding heat, and still In
